Judge Oakley is to retain full 
authority over the receivers, their 
final report, the fixing of attor- 
neys’ fees and other matters 
which may arise.

The nation geared 
its defenses to meet an interna- 
tional situation officially described 
as “increasingly uncertain.”

“As long as we had no air bases 
from which our fighters could oper- 
ate,” he asserted, “there was noth- 
ing that we could have done that 
we did net attempt to do during 
the last four weeks.” | 

He said that investigation would 
show that there was no avoidable 
delay in British air operations in 
Norway and assured the House that 
where Britain had fighter planes 
available “we have shown how well 
they can cope with German bomb- 
ers.” 

Hoare admitted that the “quan- 
tity” of British war plenes was not 
nearly sufficient, but declared their 
quality was “unsurpassed.” 

“We have to make every effort to 
give the air force Many more ma- 
chines than they have at present,” 
he said, adding that production, al- 
ready considerable, is gathering 
momentum.

He 
was also authorized to place on 
half-time service those teachers 
more than 70 years old who are 
not considered able to continue 
their full program. 

In his report to the committee, 
Hawkins said: “There are now in 
the employ of the Instruction De- 
partment more than 200 persons 
who are 70 years of age or over.

Found to Ease Pain of Brain Cancer 


NEW. YORK, May 8 (AP).—Dis- 
covery that the human brain can be 
chilled by ice water for months on 
end, with relief to brain cancer 
and no harm to the mind, was an- 


ciety of the State of New York. 

The cold water is circulated deep 
inside the brain through a sealed 
metal tube about an inch in diam- 
eter, entering through a hole in 
skull. Water at 28 Fahrenheit, 
four degrees below freezing, puts 
people into a sound sleep. Warm- 
ing the water to 36 awakens them. 
Most of the cooling is done with 
water at 40. The entire brain is 
not chilled to 40, but parts of it are, 
and other portions, normally stand- 
ing at 100 to 101, are considerably 
cooled. 

The discovery is an outgrowth of 


the so-called “frozen sleep” cancer 
treatment at Temple University and 
was reported by Drs. Temple Fay 
and Lawrence W. Smith. It has 
been used to date on four persons, 
all with hopeless brain cancer, 
known as glioblastoma; which kills 
within three to nine months. 

Two of these with chilled brains 
have died and two are still alive, 
but while they live there has been

BUDAPEST, May 8 (AP). — 
Great Britain was reported in 
diplomatic quarters tonight te have 
asked the Hungarian Government 
to state its attitude toward any 
German move to send _ troops 
through Hungary. 

Following published reports that 
Germany had requested such per- 
mission, these sources said Brit- 
ish Minister Owen St. Clair O’Mal- 
ley had asked Hungarian Premier 
Count Pal Teleky to declare his 
country’s stand. 

Teleky refused a definite an- 
swer, according to these inform- 
ants, saying Hungary’s attitude 
would depend on. circumstances 
when and if Germany got ready 
to move. 

O'Malley was reported to have 
offered support of the British army 
and air force if Hungary chose to 


resist any German attempt to 
march through. 
Similar Method in Past. 
It was generally felt that the

WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP).— 
The Commerce Department said 
today that the war increased Eu- 
ropean purchases here the first 
quarter of j940 by 67 per cent, 


but decreased United States pur- 
chases from Europe by 14 per cent. 

The departr-ent reported mer- 
chandise exports to Europe in Jan- 
uary, February and March totaled 
$498,441,000, compared with $298,- 
987,000 in the similar months last 
year. At the same time, imports 
from Europe declined from $151,- 
194,000 in the first quarter of 1939 
to $131,221,000 in the three months 
of this year. 

In Latin America. however, the 
United States increased both ex- 
ports and imports, as the war 
blocked those nations from some 
of their normal European markets.

Sir Roger Keyes, World 
War Hero, Accuses Ad- 
miralty of ‘Shocking In- 
eptitude’ in Not Support- 
ing Land Forces.

Earl Winterton, hitherto sturdy 
Conservative, went over to the op- 
position camp when he called for 
an inquiry into the Norwegian 
campaign. 

“Those of us who were at Galli- 
‘poli greatly regret to this day that 
some Ministers were not, impeached 
and some high Generals court-mar- 
tialed for what occurred then,” he 
said. 

War Secretary Oliver Stanley at 
the end of last night’s debate assert- 
ed there was the danger of an attack 
on the Western front and that 
troops sent to Norway would have 
been much more valuable in France 
if the offensive “which is possible 
and probable” had taken place “in 
the last few weeks.”

Ignores Gavel Pounding. 

Dies’ pounding of the gavel failed 
to halt Quill’s outburst. 

“You can put me in jail,” he 
shouted. ‘You'll not frighten me.”| 

He demanded that he be allowed, 
to present evidence he had brought 
with him from his New York head-| 
quarters, but Dies said that mem-| 
bers would not let a witness try 
to insult the committee. | 

Admonished almost from the mo-| 
ment he took the stand, Quill final- 
ly said hotly: 

“You don’t want to hear my story. 
You're afraid to hear the truth.” 

Prior to going into the hearing 
Quill issued a statement in which! 
he charged the committee with “an| 
intensified campaign against organ-' 
ized labor” and with “engineering| 
‘finks and stool pigeons’ into giving

Quill had appeared at his own re- 
quest to reply to testimony given 
last month by Thomas H. O'Shea, 
former president of the Transport 
Workers’ Union, who told the com- 
mittee the union was controlled by 
Communists.

Resolution Opposing English Math- 
ematician’s Appointment Is 
Adopted, 12 to 1. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass. May 8&8 
(AP).—A Cambridge City Council 
resolution protesting against ap- 
pointment of Bertrand Russell to 
the Harvard faculty was submitted 
today to President James Bryant 
Conant and the Harvard Fellows. 
The resolution, sponsored by 
Councilman John J. Toomey, who 
once proposed that Harvard be in- 
corporated as a separate city, said 
the Council was “unalterably op- 
posed” to the apointment because 
Russell’s position at Harvard 
would give his private opinions “the 
sanctity of respectability and 
stamp his writings as fitting sub- 
jects of literature for study by his 

adolescent charges.” 

The British mathematician’s ap- 
pointment to the faculty of the 
College of the City of New York 
recentivy was revoked by the courts 
because of his writings on sex 
matters. 

There was no debate on the reso- 
lution last night. It was adopted 
by a vote of 12 to 1.

VER since Herr von Ribben- 
F. trop's visit to Rome and its 

sequel in the meeting between 
Mussolini and Hitler on the Bren- 
ner Pass, the Nazi Government has 
been trying to push Italy into the 
war. 

Why? The reasons are by no 
means obvious. For it is generally 
agreed that while Italy might strike 
some hard blows, Italy does not 
have the means nor are the Italian 
people in a state of mind to sup- 
port a long war. 

The usual view is that this tre- 
mendous propaganda and intrigue 
to involve Italy must, therefore, 
mean that Hitler has decided to 
risk everything on an attempt to 
win the war in a few months. 

No doubt he means to try to win 
the war this summer. But though 
Hitler is a very bold man, he has 
never yet staked everything on any 
one enterprise; moreover, his mili- 
tary advisers are not likely to over- 
estimate the power of Italy, and to 
suppose that Italian intervention as 
such could be decisive. 

Yet the Nazis seem to be very 
much interested in Italy, so much 
more interested than Italy’s intrin- 
sic power would seem to warrant, 
that one may wonder whether they 
are not using Italy as the means 
to a much greater end. 

We know that Ribbentrop tried 
in March to form a triple alliance 
composed of Nazi Germany, Fascist 
Italy, and Soviet Russia. Apparent- 
ly he failed. Though the possibility 
of a secret understanding is not to 
be excluded, Moscow has been act- 
ing as if it hoped to remain aloof 
from the war, 

There have been conciliatory 
moves by Russia toward Great Brit- 
ain. 

Now the one thing that Hitler 
cannot afford to have happen is 
that Russia should draw away from 
him, should passively resist and 
sabotage his obtaining oil and other 
supplies, should exert pressure in 
Scandinavia and, if things begin to

While there 
is no objection to freeing any agen- 
cy from the shackles of the pro- 
posed legislation, the very fact 
that some agencies (such as the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion) are to be exempted would 
seem to be an indication of a lack 
of confidence in the basic theories 
on which the legislation is predi- 
cated.”

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THE SUPREME COURT REREADS THE SHERMAN ACT. 

The Supreme Court wrote some very important 
new law Monday. It did so in the decision holding 
12 major oil companies and five individuals in viola- 
tion of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 

The decision is at variance with previously con- 
trolling anti-trust decisions of the Federal Courts, 
but in reality it is a belated recognition of the in- 
tention of Congress when it passed the Sherman Act 
just 50 years ago. 

“Under the Sherman Act,” said the court Mon- 
day, “a combination formed for the purpose and 
with the effect of raising, depressing, fixing, pegging 
or stabilizing the price of a commodity in interstate 
or foreign commerce is illegal per se.” 

Accepting this interpretation of the law, the ruling 
said in effect, the evidence clearly established a com-

Such reports indicate that Europe's military scene- 
shifters may be preparing to make the Mediterranean the 
background for an extension of the war. This map pre- 
sents the salient factors of that background. 


The Mediterranean is made for war. Political and 
economic pressures generated on its shores have period- 
ically exploded in military and naval action for 4000 years. 
The pressures were never greater than in this tense spring 
of 1940. The 228,000,000 people around its rim are “in 
the middle” as Europe’s Powers struggle for advantage. 

The fearful nations of the Mediterranean area have 
nearly 16,000,000 men under arms, four times as many as 
man the fortifications in the Western front’s stalemate. 


Back of the trouble is Mediterranean geography. The 
sea is easy to blockade for the nation with power in the 
right spots. It has three narrow, guarded outlets and a 
wasp waist girdled with the island forts of two Powers, Italy 
at Pantelleria and Britain at Malta. 


Its lanes are vital to the existence of three Powers, 
Britain, France and Italy. No ship can enter from the great

Germany has tried since Bismarck to by-pass the Medi- 
terranean to circumvent Britain’s domination of Suez and 
Gibraltar. The Berlin-to-Baghdad railway was one attempt, 
halted by the war of 1914-18. Today, the road is open 
to her only to Istanbul. From Istanbul to Baghdad the 
line is in control of Turkey. 


Italy also sought a by-pass to East Africa through 
Libya, but that route is blocked by the Anglo-Egyptian Su- 
dan, south of Egypt. 


The Mediterranean remains the only cheap, natural 
route for the movement of bulk goods from the countries 
on its shores. The other routes are emergency makeshifts. 

The blockade of the Mediterranean at Suez and 
Gibraltar, coupled with the North Sea blockade, presuma- 
bly cuts off Germany from supplies by sea. That leaves only 
the Balkan “back door’’ for movement of her vital oil, 
breadstuffs and fodder. 


Through that back door in peacetime great quanti- 
ties of raw materials and foodstuffs move to Germany from 
countries contiguous to the Mediterranean. Almost half 
their $5,000,000,000 commerce in 1938 was with Germany.

LET ME SLEEP? 


How Stomach 
Reacts to Hot, 
Cold Drinks

HAT effects do cold or hot 
W arinks have upon the stom- 

ach, and on the process of di- 
gestion? 


In the older physiologies it used 
to be said that the stomach quickly 
reduced both hot and cold drinks to 
its own temperature. This did not 
seem very reasonable—there being 
no real thermodynamic mechanism 
in the stomach to change the tem- 
perature of its contents any faster 
than if they were outside the body 
—and the researches of Drs. Hep- 
burn and Eberhardt and their as- 
sociates put the matter on a much 
more understandable basis. 

The temperature of the digestive 
tract rises the further down one 
goes. The stomach is one degree 
warmer than the mouth, the large 
intestine two degrees warmer than 
the stomach. 

Ice water or ice cream causes a 
marked lowering of stomach tem- 
perature. The recovery time is 
over half an hour. Ice water witn 
a meal delays the emptying time 
of the stomach from 15 to 30 min- 
utes. When a cold beverage ieaks 
out of the stomach into the intes- 
tine, it lowers the intestinal tem- 
perature and movements. This may 
explain some digestive disturbances 
in individuals who have a rapid 
emptying rate of the stomach and 
who partake copiously of cold bev- 
erages.

But hot water bags or electric 
pads on the outside of the abdomen, 
even if left on an hour, do not raise 
the temperature of the inside of the 
stomach or intestines at all.

WHAT IS the emergency treat- 
ment of broken nose?

The first thought in case of a 
severe jolt on the nose is for hem- 
orrhage. Bleeding from the nose 
after such an injury may be seri- 
ous or even fatal. 

The nose must be plugged up, 
preferably with sterile cotton plugs; 
if not, with any kind of cotton plugs 
or soft linen. These plugs do no 
harm, In fact, they do good be- 
cause they act as splints if the 
central bone of the nose is broken. 

When they are removed, the old 
clots may he gently washed out 
with salt solution; if bleeding con- 
tinues the nose is plugged up with 
sterile cotton plugs moistened with 
epinephrine: If there is not much 
bleeding before swelling has oc- 
curred, the surgeon may see fit to 
attempt to put the broken hones and 
cartilage back in place. This, how- 
ever, should not be attempted by 
anybody except a surgeon. 


Are You All Set?

Bill Perlberg Got His Start in Show Business by Slip- 
ping Into Odeon Theater Here to Sell Programs 
—Now He's a Leading Motion Picture Producer. 


PERLBERG, CENTER, DISCUSSES A

“are concerned, is the “Pro- 
ducer” of a motion picture. Out 
here in Hollywood, at a big pre- 
miere, when the list of people who 
had anything to do with making 
the film, from the man who as- 
sisted in moving the piano for the 
man who assisted in copying the 
musical score, is flashed upon the 
screen there is always a mild round 
of applause when a line shows up 
reading

The ripple of handclapping is 
easily explained for there is al- 
Ways a number of movie actors 
in the audience who hope to be 
engaged by Glutz for his next su- 
per production. It can’t do any 
harm to have him see them ap- 
plauding and it is a very inexpen- 
sive way of advertising the fact 
that the applauder would listen to 
reason if Glutz offered him a job. 
About all the cash customers know 
about a producer, though, is that 
he is a person they have heard a 
joke about. You know: “Did you 
hear the one about the producer 
at the story conference who—etc., 
etc., etc.” 

Actually there is nothing very 
funny about the average producer 
or his responsibilities. A motion 
peture producer produces motion 
pictures. Makes them, that is, in 
the fullest sense of the word. Be- 
hind the smash hit of the moment, 
as well as behind the season’s big- 
gest flop, is the mind that first 
saw the screen possibiltes in a 
story, a book, a play, or even just 
an idea; the creative flair that 
got the yarn on paper, the persua- 
siveness that secured the right— 
or the wrong—stars to play in it, 
and the organizing ability, truly 
enormous, that got the picture 
started before_the cameras and fi- 
nally into your favorite theater. 
There are enough details to be 
worked out to change the color of 
his hair—when he has any. 

There is a bit of rough-and-tum- 
ble justice to the fact that the 
public takes little cognizance of 
producers—it does not blame them 
personally when a film fails, so 
maybe it’s just as fair not to give 
them credit for a hit. 


At least so says William Perl- 
berg, who is able to speak with 
authority, because. for some years 
now he has been a top-flight Holly- 
wood producer and one who is fair- 
ly typical of his kind. 

Smooth, polished and with all of 
the assurance of a successful cine- 
ma-mogul—which is considerable— 
Bill Perlberg got into the theatri- 


cal game by way of symphony con- 


certs and the side door of the old 
Odeon Theater back in St. Louis, 
where he was born. His father 
was a dealer in hides, tallow and 
raw furs and young Bill was 
brought up down on the cobble 
stones of the levee, where he used 
to help tote those things on and 
off Mississippi River boats. Some 
of the bundles he carried smelled 
like the manuscripts which reach 
his desk every once in a while, 
even now, but let that pass. 

Between times of taking an ac- 
tive interest in the hides and tal- 
low trade young Bill went through 
the grade schools and reached the 
old Central High School, which 
was right next door to Henri Chou- 
teau’s Temple of Music, the equally 
old Odeon Theater, as you may re- 
member vaguely. It was that fact 
—the proximity of the two build- 
ings—which got Bill Perlberg inter- 
ested in the show business. It was 
an humble interest at first and 
fanned by the fact that the side 
doors of the Odeon opened into a 
long alley which, in turn, ran along 
side of Central High’s yard. Left 
open once too often, young Perl- 
berg slipped in at last and discov- 
ered that he was in show business, 
although the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra would have resented be- 
ing called a show, or probably even 
a business. “Perhaps these are rea- 
sons why a symphony season winds 
up every year with a deficit. 


ILL did not become a member 
B-: the orchestra. He was not a 

musician then and is not one 
now. Bill became a program boy. 
At the end of the year, when he 
read about the annual deficit, he de- 
cided thatifhewasgoing to make 
any money out of show business, 
he had better leave symphony or- 
chestras to people with artistic 
temperaments and get into some 
other branch of the game. So he 
went to New York and became

what is technically known in the 
theatrical world as a “flesh ped- 
dier.” That is, he was an actors’ 
agent who “sold” talent to pro- 
ducing managers. Music, as ex- 
emplified by the symphony, was 
in his blood, however — having 
crowded out hides and tallow and 
raw furs—so he _ specialized* in 
handling musical comedy perform- 
ers and dealt with Ziegfeld, Char- 
ley Dillingham, Klaw & Erlanger 
and the Shuberts. 


ROM Broadway to Hollywood 
was a longer jump then than it 
is now, but Perlberg made it. 
For a while he was casting director 
at the Columbia studios and then 
somehow became a producer of 
“A” pictures. Maybe he got in by 
way of the side door, just as he 
did at the Odeon. Anyhow, he got 


in, and he’s been very successful 


ever since. Recent films he has 
guided through the intricate ma- 
chinery of the studio include 
“Golden. Boy,” in which he uncov- 
ered the possibilities of that O’Fal- 
Jon, Ill., youth, William Holden: 
“Let Us Live,” starring Henry 
Fonda, Maureen O’Sullivan and 
Ralph Bellamy; “Good Girls Go to 
Paris,” one of the merriest of the 
Melvin Douglas-Joan Blondell com- 
edies, and “The Doctor Takes a 
Wife,” another comedy, just com- 
pleted, starring Loretta Young and 
Ray Milland. 

To give the merest idea of his 
job—of any producer’s job, for that 
matter—Perlberg cited “The Doc- 
tor Takes a Wife” and “said the 
comedy had its genesis a year ago 
when he read a story by Alene 
Leslie. 

Now, reading the story was no 
accident. Perlberg devours scores 
of new books, plays, magazine 
yarns and “originals” week in and 
week out. His desk would be piled 
ceiling high with ‘scripts if he 
didn’t keep diving into them. 

“The story had a swell idea,” he 
told us, “about a young doctor and 
a pretty woman author, who, acci- 
dentally thrown together, are be- 
lieved to be married. They try to 
explain that they are not but cir- 
cumstances keep arising which in- 
dicate that they are. All they can 
do is to go ahead and act as though 
they were man and wife, meanwhile 
cordially hating each other.”

West selected the safest opening, 
namely, the spade queen. Declarer 
won and noted that the fate of his 
contract apparentiy hung on the 
position of the diamond king. If 
that card was “right” he not only 
would have to lose no diamond 
tricks but actually would be able 
to get a discard of a heart. If, 
however, the diamond finesse were 
to lose, East certainly would re- 
turn a heart and four losers would 
be unavoidable; one spade, two 
hearts, and a diamond. Naturally 
there was no possible indication as 
to the situation of the diamond king, 
but declarer managed to create a 
very strong indication! Upon win- 
ning the opening lead he promptly 
laid down the diamond jack. West 
naturally enough, played low, and 
declarer, with scarcely a hesitation, 
went right up with dummy’s ace! 
He then returned the diamond 
deuce. East's dilemma must be 
visualized to be appreciated. De- 
clarer’s failure to take the diamond 
finesse certainly made it appear 
that he had a singleton and that 
he now was trying to ruff out the 
king. East knew that his own king 
was too well guarded to be ruffed 
out, but declarer might well have 
hoped that it would lie only singly 
or doubly guarded, in which case 
he could enter dummy twice in 
clubs and first establish, then reach 
and cash, the diamond queen. Thus, 
from East’s point of view, it was 
very difficult to know just what 
was going on, and I do not think 
that East can be criticised for 
ducking the second diamond lerd, 
Obviously, however, when dec! 
er brought home the diamond ten, 
he insured his contract, eventually 
losing only one spade and two heart 
tricks. 

The question that will be asked on 
all sides is, “How did South know 
that the diamond finesse would 
lose?” Obviously, had the king been 
held by West, South’s play would 
have jeopardized the contract. The 
answer is that, while South did not 
actually know who held the dia- 
mond king, he had an extremely 
strong indication by simple reason 
of the fact that West did not cov- 
er the jack. South knew that West 
was an expert and that if he held 
the diamond king he would most 
certainly cover the jack. Failure to 
do so would be an atrocious error. 
Thus, the mere fact that West did 
not cover was good and sufficient 
reason for South to believe that 
he did not have the king, which 
in turn pointed out South’s actual 
ruse as having by “far the best 
chance to succeed. 

A careful study of the described 
play, and even more careful consid- 
eration of the reasoning back of it, 
will repay readers.
